REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest an electrochemical cell for 
electrolysis wherein a gas diffusion electrode and an ion exchange membrane are 
mounted adjacent to one another at a pressure of 250 g/cm 2 at a temperature of 60° C 
to ensure that the contact area between the two is at least 50% of the geometric area. 
The combination of the gas diffusion electrode and membrane having such contact area 
enables the cell to operate at a lower voltage than prior art cells. The prior art devices 
show operating at low voltage of 2 to 3.5 volts, however, the instant invention shows 
operating voltages in the range of 1 .1 6 to 1 .22 volts.
